The Librarian submits the following report :— 

The library has for the past year been very well patronized, 
there being upon the record book a total of 1050 books loaned 
to the people of Lempster. 

There have been 49 books given to the library, most of them 
from the Unitarian Association of Boston, making a total of 
670 books and magazines now in the library. 

The books are in very good condition considering the constant 
use which they have received. 

The trustees ‘have selected books to the value of $35.00 
which when received will be placed upon the shelves. There 
has been $1.33 received for fines upon books kept over the stat- 
ed time, which has been turned over to the trustees. 

The enthusiasm and interest with which the books have been 
read has well repaid the state and town for the trouble and ex- 
pense which has attended the founding of this library. And 
may it long live and grow and thus be a benefit to those who 


may come after us. y

GENERAL REMARKS. 


With the exception of the loss of the school-house in No. 2, 
our schools have passed off pleasantly and profitably. Our 
honest opinion is that our schools compare very favorably with 
those of neighboring towns. We have had good teachers who 
have labored earnestly and faithfully to teach and benefit their 
pupils. In order to have first-class schools parents should co- 
operate with teachers as far as lies in their power. When par- 
ents compel their children to devote a portion of each evening 
to the preparation of the next day’s lessons, much greater pro- 
ficiency will ensue them than where the reverse is practiced. 

Children who are taught at home to be civil, mannerly, re- 
spectful and obedient to elders and superiors, will cause their 
their teachers little or no trouble. If parents can do no more, 
at least we urge them to send their children to school every day 
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of the term, unless serious sickness prevents. Most of the par- 
ents are faithful in the performance of this duty. Youth is the 
season of learning. 

Young children are constantly learning something. It is very 
important that parents and teachers see to it that they learn as 
muchas possible of those things which will be profitablé to them 
when grown up. New charts have been placed in the schools 
at considerable expense. Wehope to see them faithfully used. 
They are a great help to young scholars. 

The Teachers’ Institute for Suilivan County was a very en- 
joyable affair, and many thanks are due to those who labored 
so hard to make it a success. ‘The ideas advanced though not 
new, were many of them golden. For instance, the opening 
and closing of school exactly at the appointed time. Separate 
recesses, one for boys, and one for girls. No speaking allow- 
ed. Every scholar learn to get his own lesson and depend 
upon no one for help, except the teacher. These are only 
a few of the many good ideas which young teachers especially 
should heed. TothemI say: Seize every chance for self im- 
provement, even if it costs money. Secure a few terms at 
some first-class school. 

Attend teachers’ institutes. Visit schools. Converse with 
good teachers and observe their methods. Never feel above 
taking advice, or learning something which will benefit you in 
your profession. Aim to be first-class and you may be able to 
secure a higher position than this town can give. The girls in 
country towns have more schooling than the boys; therefore do 
your best to help the boys along when they are in attendance. 
Never be stingy in bestowing help upon the boys, as many of 
them will have no chance to attend school after they are fifteen 
or sixteen years old. Finally, teachers and pupils who aim _ to 
be wise, must remember that the Bible tells us ‘*The fear of 
the Lord is the beginning of wisdom.”
